Many are preserved in their pristine state in provincial parks, and offer water adventures of every description.

Te the legendary routes of the fur-trading 
voyageurs past soaring granite cliffs and 300 year 
old pines. Explore endless unspoiled waterways 
in a wild and ancient landscape. Great canoeing 
and kayaking are available throughout the 
province. Some of the most popular spots are: 


Algonquin Park, only 2 1/2 hours north of 
Toronto, Ontario's first and largest provincial 
park. Hundreds of miles of interconnecting lakes 
and rivers for a real wilderness adventure. 
Quetico Provincial Park, west of Thunder Bay, 
is known around the world among canoeing 
enthusiasts as a pristine wilderness of exceptional 
beauty. Here the canoe is supreme. The park has 
1,500 km (930 miles) of canoe routes, virgin 
forests, waterfalls, cliffs and abundant wildlife, 
and no motorized vehicles of any kind.

Caving/ Syvetuwhktig 


Caves have a power to fascinate us. We enter these strange, other-worldly chambers, with their eerie formations 
and beautiful colours, with a sense of awe and near reverence. In Ontario there are over 225 known caves and 


crevices to challenge and fascinate both the amateur and the pro. 


Ee. come in many shapes and sizes, from 


large, colourful, brightly lit scenic caverns with 
their stalagmites and stalactites, to the narrow, 
dark passages of a crevice cave. They're always 
interesting, both for an educational and enjoyable 
family outing, or for the more serious adventurer 
who doesn't mind a tight squeeze. 


Some of Ontario's caves, such as the scenic caves 
at Collingwood, are an ancient Huron place of 
worship. They are part of the Magara Escarpment, 
the 750 km (450-mile) chain of cliffs and rock 
that crosses southern Ontario from Niagara to 
Georgian Bay. Plunging hundreds of feet into the 
depths of the rock, the caves include rare and 
exotic plants and many fascinating rock 
formations, plus spectacular views from the top 
of the escarpment. Two other sites on the 
escarpment are Bruce’s Caves Conservation Area 
and Rattlesnake Point Conservation Area. 
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nother popular site, on the Bruce Peninsula, is 
he Greig Scenic Caves which were used for the 
re-historic fantasy movie Quest For Fire. Some 
f the caves are as big as a two-story house. 
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In eastern Ontario are sites such as the 

Warsaw Caves Conservation Area, northeast of 
Peterborough, and the Bonnechere Caves near 
Eganville, said to have been the bottom of a 
tropical sea, 500 million years ago. Tours 
through the caves’ lighted galleries describe the 
rock formations and fossilized creatures from 
prehistoric times.

Cycling means the freedom to marvel at Ontario’s majestic countryside at your own pace and to enjoy the 


rewards of healthy exercise while taking in the beauty around you. It’s an activity that can be shared with 


the entire family, or enjoyed in the solitude of your own thoughts and dreams. 


Ws you're coasting along a rural 


sideroad, or pedaling hard in off-road adventure, 
you'll find countless opportunities to do your kind 
of cycling here in beautiful, uncrowded Ontario. 


In southern Ontario it's easy to find scenic routes 
along quiet country roads and tourist areas. Ride 
through the vineyards and fruitbelt of the Niagara 
region; visit a winery as you go. The pretty town 
of Niagara-on-the-Lake, home of the Shaw 
Festival, is a perfect place to stop for a meal and 
a look at its charming shops and homes. Cycling 
the Niagara Parks trail takes you along the 
incredible Magara Gorge - especially beautiful at 
blossom time in April and May.

All you need is a comfortable pair of boots and a 
bit of energy to enjoy Ontario's hundreds of 
marked trails. Oldest and longest of these is the 


Bruce Trail, running 725 km (438 miles) along 
the Niagara Escarpment, designated a World 
Biosphere Reserve by the United Nations. Linking 
more than 100 parks from Magara to Tobermory 
in Georgian Bay, the trail affords some of the 
most spectacular hiking in Ontario. 


Another popular route is the Rideau Trail in 
eastern Ontario which runs along an historic 
route between Ottawa and Kingston, a distance 
of over 415 km (250 miles). 


Many of our provincial parks provide exceptional 
hiking and nature experiences. Algonquin Park is 


the largest and offers overnight and daytrip 
wilderness hiking. One of the most unique and 
extraordinary nature experiences of all is the 
Algonquin wolf howl, guided nighttime 
excursions in the bush to hear the wolves. 
Rugged Killarney Provincial Park on Georgian 
Bay has long distance trails, ridge walking, and 
great views. Lake Superior Provincial Park lets 
hikers explore the coastline of Lake Superior and 
has naturalists available for guided nature tours 
and talks. And Sleeping Giant Provincial Park at 
Thunder Bay has 80 km (50 miles) of trails that 
take hikers to the 244 metre (800 ft) cliffs of the 
Sleeping Giant. 


Your trip “back to nature” might take you to the 
geologically fascinating Flowerpot Island of the 
Bruce Peninsula, home of many rare plant 
species. Take a spring nature break in Muskoka 
and greet the emerging wildflowers and returning 
warblers.

The 
Chapleau Game Preserve in northern Ontario is 
the largest wildlife sanctuary in the western 
hemisphere, home to moose, bear and many 
more species.

BOATING 

Pleasure craft may enter Canada by trailer or under their 
own power for the duration of the visit. The required entry 
permit is issued by Customs at the point of entry and 
returned at the point of departure. All boats powered by 
motors 7.5 kw (10 h.p.) or over must be licensed and the 
licence number clearly indicated on both sides of the bow 
of the vessel. Boat licences from outside Ontario are 
acceptable. Overboard discharge of garbage or untreated 
sewage is forbidden. 


CREDIT CARDS 

Most major credit cards are welcome in Canada, including 
American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, EnRoute 
and Carte Blanche. 


CURRENCY 

We recommend that visitors use Canadian funds. Currency 
exchange offices, conveniently located at most of our travel 
centres at the U.S./Ontario border (see Page 4), offer a 
good rate of exchange and are open every day. A good rate 
of exchange is also offered at the currency exchanges at 
our international airports (Toronto, Ottawa) and at all banks 
and trust companies. Banks are generally open 10:00 a.m. 
to 4:00 p.m., Monday to Thursday; to 6:00 p.m. Friday. 
Most trust companies are open 9:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. 
weekdays and Saturday mornings. 


CUSTOMS AND IMMIGRATION 

American visitors crossing the border, either way, may be 
asked to verify their citizenship with such documents as a 
passport, a birth or baptismal certificate. Naturalized U.S. 
citizens should carry a naturalization certificate. Permanent 
U.S. residents who are not citizens are advised to bring 
their Alien Registration Receipt Card. 


Citizens of other countries, except Greenland and residents 
of St-Pierre and Miquelon, must have a valid passport and 
some also require a visitor's visa. 


Travellers under the age of 18 and unaccompanied by a 
parent need a letter of permission to travel in Canada from 
a parent or guardian. 


As a non-resident of Canada visiting Ontario, you're 
allowed to bring in any reasonable amount of personal 
effects, a reasonable supply of food and a full tank of 
gas. Please note that certain agricultural and quota 
restrictions apply. 


: GIFTS 

: Visitors to Ontario can send gifts to friends or relatives in 
: Canada, or can bring them with them, and no duties will 

: apply, provided the value of each gift does not exceed $60 
: (Canadian funds), and they do not consist of tobacco 

: products, alcoholic beverages or advertising material. Gift 
: packages sent by mail should be plainly marked 


“UNSOLICITED GIFT” and the value should be indicated. 


Gifts valued at more than $60 (Canadian funds) are subject 
: to duties on the excess amount. 


: ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 

: Visitors arriving in Ontario who are 19 years of age or over 
: may import, duty and tax free, for personal use either: 

: 1.1 Litres (40 ounces) of liquor or wine; 

: or 24 x 355 ml (12 ounces) cans or bottles of beer, ale, or 
: their equivalent. 


Visitors can import more alcoholic beverages (up to 45 
: litres or 11.9 U.S. gallons), if they are willing to pay the 
Ontario fees and taxes in addition to the duties that apply. 


: TOBACCO PRODUCTS 

: Visitors arriving in Ontario who are 19 years old or older 

: (19 on or after December 1, 1995) may import, duty and tax 
: free, 200 cigarettes, 50 cigars, 400 grams (14 oz) of 

: manufactured tobacco, and 400 tobacco sticks. 


If visitors bring in more tobacco products, they will have to 


pay the Ontario taxes as well as the duties that apply.

: FIREARMS AND AMMUNITION 

: You may bring a hunting rifle or shotgun into Ontario as a 
: visitor for hunting or competition purposes if you are 18 

: years of age or older, plus 200 rounds of ammunition for 

: hunting, or 1,500 rounds for use at a recognized meet duty 
: and taxes free, up to a total of 5,000 rounds. 


: Firearms manufactured as fully automatic are prohibited 

: entry, regardless of any conversion, and no firearms less 

: than 66 cm (26”) in length or with a barrel less than 46 cm 
: (18'/”) are allowed, unless they are being imported for an 

: approved shoot, at which time a temporary permit is 

: required in advance from a local police agency. So please, 

: no handguns!

HOLIDAYS 

When we say Thanksgiving, we mean Canadian 
Thanksgiving, which falls on the second Monday 
in October. 


Other public holidays in Ontario: New Year's Day and Good 
Friday, Victoria Day (May 24 or preceding Monday), 
Canada Day (July 1), Civic Holiday (first Monday in 
August), Labour Day (first Monday in September), 
Christmas Day and Boxing Day (December 26). 


Many places in Ontario close on Christmas, New Year's 
Day and Good Friday; be sure to check ahead. 


HOSPITAL AND MEDICAL SERVICES 

Visitors are strongly urged to obtain health insurance 
before leaving their home country. (It is possible that your 
health insurance does not exceed coverage outside your 


country of residence.) If you are taking medicine prescribed 


by your doctor, bring an adequate supply and a copy of the 
prescription in case it needs to be renewed by a doctor in 
Ontario. For further information and insurance details, 
contact your travel agent or insurance agent. 


FISHING AND HUNTING 


Residents of Ontario are required to have an Outdoors card. : 


Licences are required for fishing and hunting in Ontario, 
and may be purchased from most sporting goods stores, 
tourist outfitters, hunting and fishing lodges as well as 
Ministry of Natural Resources district offices.

LAND USE LAWS 

The Occupier’s Liability Act reduces a rural landowner's 
responsibility for the safety of non-paying visitors. Signs 
can be erected to indicate which activities are allowed on 
the property. 


The Trespass of Property Act designates premises where 
entry is prohibited without notice. Entry on other property 
may be prohibited by notice. A red marking at least 10 cm 
(4 inches) in diameter is equivalent to a No Trespassing 
Sign. Trespassers can be fined up to $2,000 and ordered to 
pay any damages.

LIQUOR 

Anyone 19 or over may buy liquor and imported or 
domestic wine and beer from government liquor stores. 

A large selection of domestic beer is available from Beer 
Stores. Outlets are located throughout Ontario. Drinking 
hours in licensed establishments are from 11:00 a.m. to 
1:00 a.m. In Ontario it is an offense to consume alcohol 
anywhere other than a residence or on a licensed premise. 


Please note: Driving motorized vehicles, including boats, 
while impaired is illegal. You can be convicted for 
refusing to take a breathalyzer test or having a breathalyzer 
reading greater than 80 mg (0.08%) of alcohol per 100 ml 
of blood. 


PETS 

Dogs and cats over three months of age entering Canada 
from the United States will need certification, signed by a 
licensed veterinarian, that they have been vaccinated 
against rabies. The certificate should provide a complete 
and legible description of the pet and the date of 
vaccination. Animals must be vaccinated in the preceding 
36-month period and at least 30 days prior to re-entry into 
the United States. 


: PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION 

: The province is laced with a network of regional and 

: national airline flights, railways, bus routes and ferries. 

: Charter flights will take you to more remote places. 

: Thirteen airlines provide scheduled air service to 63 

: airports throughout the province. If you're already here and 
: need a public carrier, contact a local travel agent or check 

: the yellow pages, call the company and book direct. 


: Major Canadian carriers Air Canada and Canadian Airlines 
: International can supply you with up-to-date schedules and 
: reservations. VIA Rail Canada links most of the major cities 
: in the province and connects with Amtrak and other U.S.

: TAXES 

: Eight percent provincial sales tax applies to most 

: purchases. Seven percent federal goods and services tax 
: applies to most purchases of goods and services. 


: SALES TAX REFUNDS 

: Visitors from outside Canada may claim a refund of the 7% 
: federal GST (Goods & Services Tax) on accumulated 

: purchases of a minimum $100, provided the goods are 

: taken out of Canada within 60 days. Tax charged on hotel 

: and motel accommodation is also eligible for refund.

: WEATHER 

: Ontario weather is much the same as that of the northern 

: United States. Temperature measurements are in degrees 

: Celsius. June, July and August are our summer months, 

: when days are usually warm, though nights may be cool, 

: particularly in the north. Medium- to heavy-weight clothing 
: is your best bet from mid-September to mid-November and 
: from mid-March through April. During the winter you'll 

: need to dress warmly.

AUTOMOBILES 

e CAA Service. The Canadian Automobile Association 
(CAA) and its member club, the Ontario Motor League 
(OML), are affiliated with several international automobile 
clubs, including the American Automobile Association 
(AAA), and members are entitled to reciprocal benefits. 
Check the phone directory for CAA and OML listings. 


¢ Documents. A valid driver's licence from any country is 
good in Canada for three months. However, as added 
identification you may wish to obtain an International 
Driver's Licence before your trip. If you’re driving over the 
border, bring the vehicle registration forms and a free 
Canadian Non-Resident Insurance Card from your 
insurance agent, or the policy itself. Minimum combined 
Liability insurance in Ontario is $200,000. If you're driving 
a borrowed car, also bring a letter of permission signed by 
the owner. If you're driving a rented car, include a copy of 
the rental contract. 


e Gasoline. Our service stations sell unleaded and 
premium unleaded gasoline (Please note: leaded gas is no 
longer available) Many stations also have diesel fuel, 
particularly along the highways. The number of stations 
offering propane for motor vehicles is growing rapidly. 


Some service stations close at 7 p.m. and don't open at all 
on Sundays. However, 24-hour stations can be found at 
larger centres and along main highway routes 

(400 series highways). 


¢ Rentals. Automobile rentals are available at our 
international airports and in many of our towns and cities. 
With most companies, the minimum age is 21 with a 
credit reference. 


e Services. The Ontario Provincial Police patrol the 

highways and other areas not served by municipal forces. 
You can reach them locally by calling one of the regional 
toll-free numbers listed on the Ontario Official Road Map. 


If you are involved in an accident resulting in a personal 
injury or property damage over $700, you must notify the 
police and remain at the scene of the accident until cleared 
by investigating officers. First aid stations are clearly 
posted along the highways. 


Information on highway conditions in the province is 
available all year from the Ministry of Transportation 
regional offices; 24-hour toll-free number is 1-800-268- 
1376. For the greater Toronto area, call the Road 
Information Office at (416) 235-1110. 


e Tolls. International bridges, tunnels and ferries charge a 
fee but our highways are toll free. 


Ontario traffic rules may be a little different from the ones 
you're used to. So here's a list of traffic tips for your 
Ontario holiday. 


¢ Bicycles. Bicycles are considered vehicles and must 
obey the same traffic laws. Bicycles are not allowed on 


controlled access highways. The wearing of bicycle helmets 2 


is mandatory. 


¢ Hitchhiking. Hitchhiking is not allowed on major 
(controlled access) highways. 


e Radar Warning Devices. Radar Warning Devices are 
forbidden in Ontario, even if turned off and only being 
transported in your vehicle. Our police may confiscate such 
devices and fine you as well. 


e Right Turns on Red Lights. Right turns may be made 
on red lights unless otherwise indicated. You must come to 
a full stop at the light, but may proceed with caution if the 
way is Clear. ; 


¢ School Buses. Traffic travelling in both directions 
(except divided roads or highways) must stop for a yellow 
school bus when its red lights are flashing and the stop 
arm is extended. 


e Seat Belts. Ontario law requires that adults and 
children weighing over 18 kg/40 Ibs wear them. Infants 
weighing up to 9 kg/20 Ibs must travel in a rear facing 
child restraint system. Toddlers weighing 9 to 18 kg (20 to 
40 Ibs) travel in a front-facing child restraint seat. 


¢ Speed Limits. Speed limits in Ontario are in kilometres 
per hour (km/h). Freeways have a speed limit of 100km/h 
(62 mph); the Trans Canada routes 90 km/h (56 mph). 
Most other rural highways and country roads have a speed 
limit of 80 km/h (50 mph). In urban and other populated 
areas the speed limits generally range from 40 to 60 km/h 
(25 to 37 mph). 


e Streetcar Stops. Vehicles must remain at a standstill at 
least two metres (six feet) behind the rearmost door of a 
stopping or stopped streetcar for the safety of passengers 
boarding or alighting. 


e Studded Tires. Studded tires are forbidden on 
Ontario highways. 


e Windshields and Windows. Windshields and 
side-front windows must allow a clear view of the 
vehicle’s interior and the colour cannot substantially 
obscure the interior. 


ONTARIO PROVINCIAL PARKS 
There are 265 provincial parks in Ontario. Provincial means 
the parks are owned, maintained and protected by the 
province. Many provincial parks are very busy during the 
peak summer season. The campsite reservation service 
provided at the more popular parks is convenient and can 
help you avoid disappointment. Simply make your request 
well in advance of your arrival date by phone, mail or in 
person directly to the park, using VISA or Master Card. If 
you don’t have a reservation, all the parks also have sites 
available on a first come first served basis. Reservations 
are not necessary for day visits. Reservations are not 
required during the fall season, nor at many Northern 
Ontario parks. 


Some provincial parks accommodate motor homes and 
provide electricity. All provincial parks provide a trailer 
sanitary service. Also, all parks have some form o 
maintained washroom facilities. Food and other necessities 
can usually be purchased within the park or nearby. Pets 
are allowed in provincial parks provided they are on a leash 
not exceeding 2m (6 feet) in length.
